The big four will be the dominating force 
of the Exposition—the men who shall have 
executed what St. Louis planned; the men 
who shall make the World's Fair. 

This is the logical sequel of the decision 


of the organization committee late Tuesday 
afternoon that there shall be no director- 
general of the World’s Fair, but that, in- 
stead, the building of the Exposition shall 
be accomplished under the direction of 
the ident, an assistant to the president, 
a director of exhibits and a director of 
works. 

The conclusion was reached after two 
hours’ deliberation. The plan finally agreed 
upon was championed by President Fran- 
cis, who has maintained from the incep- 
tion of the World's Fair organization that 
a director-general would be an incubus, in- 
stead of an aid, to the working of the Ex- 
position. 


President Francis 
Explains Plan. 


The announcement of the result of the 
meeting was made by President Francis. 

“Tl am not prepared to say what authority 
each of the officials inciuded in this plan

CORONER’S JURY SAID OFFICIALS 
WERE ACCESSORIES. 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney John- 
Also Issued a Warrant 
Against the Motorman.

John Grant, general superintendent of the 
St. Louls Transit Co., and Motorman W. J. 
Mitchell of the Easton avenue division are 
charged with manslaughter in the fourth 
degree in warrants issued by Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnson Wednesday 


morning. 

The prosecuting attornéy based his action 
on the transcript of the evidence taken at 
the inquost on the death of Mrs. Lacey, 
who was killed August 20 at Easton and 
Goodfcllow avenues. 

Mitchell was the motorman of the car. 
At the inquest he admitted that he failed 
to use the fender, and that he did not at- 
empt to slow up at the crossing where Mrs, 
Lacey was killed. 

It was further shown at the inquest that 
the overhead switch on the car blew out 
just as the motorman claims he was try- 


ing to slack his speed. 

He declared, however, that the car was 
running only at the rate of eight miles an 
hour. , 

Others who testified were positive the 
car was going at a speed of at least 15 or 
18 miles an hour, and two persons insisted 
that it was running faster than the ordl- 
nary express train. 

The coroner’s jury held Mitcnel!l for 
manslaughter and decided at the same time 
that the officials of the transit companv 
were accessories to the death of Mrs. La- 


cey. : 

“As Mr. Grant is the general superin- 
tendent of the company,” said Mr. John- 
econ, “he is responsible for the time sched- 
ules of the various lines. For that reason 
I did not proceed against the division 8- 
perintendent or other officers of the Mas- 
ton avenue division.’ 

The Post-Dispatch called. attention 10 

days ago to the fact that the cars of the 
St. Louis Transit Co. often were being vp- 
erated at an unlawful! rate of speed. 
It was shown that the time schedules had 
been reduced since Jan. 1, and during the 
last six months twice as many deaths re- 
sulted from accidents as in the preceding 
half year.

SAYS THAT CERTAIN ONES, NUM-

Injunction proceedings against the Del- 
mar Jockey Club were instituted in the 
Circuit Court at noon’ Wednesday by the 
state at the relation of Attorney-General 
Edward C. Crow. 

The petition asks that the club, its of- 
ficers and directors and agents, be enjoined 
temporarily from making books, selling 


pools, making wagers or bets or register- 
ing bets on races run at the Delmar tracks 
by virtue of certain licenses numbered 
from 446 to 460, which are alleged to be 
fraudulent.

The petition recites that on Aug. 15 State 
Auditor Allen notified the jockey club and 
the other defendants that their licenses 
were not valid and that he had repudi- 
ated them. 

It is allleged that bookmaking, pool sell- 
ig and betting have gone on, nevertheless, 
under the licenses and threatens to con- 
tinue until Sept. 26 unless the court acts.

Joe Meagher Was Snatched 
From Death. 


WAS ON A RAILROAD TRACK 


POLICEMAN NOONAN SAW HIM 
JUST IN NICK OF TIME. 


Rescued Man’s Hearing Was Dimmed 
by the Passing of Another Train 
and He Did Not Know One 
Was Approaching. 


Officer Patrick Noonan of the Fourth Dis- 
trict is a hero. Saturday afternoon he 
risked his life before a fast moving pas- 
senger train to save Joe Meagher of 1012 
North Sixth street from death. 

It was about 5:30 o'clock, quitting time 
at the Rohan Boiler Works where Meagher 
is employed, when 150 men came out of the 
company’s building on Main street, near 
Biddle. 

A long train of freight cars was passing 
north on the west track on Main street. 
The men stood on the east track waiting 
for it to go by. 

They did not notice the rapid approach of 
a passenger train from the north. Officer 
Noonan, who was standing across. the 
street from the men, saw their danger. 

_ He called to them, but as they are boiler 


makers and listen all day ae to deafening 
noises, their sense of sound is so dulled 
they did not hear his voice. He called 
again and ran toward them. 


How Meagher 
Was Saved. 

His actions and screams combined finally 
attracted them and all except Meagher got 
off the track. He stood stock still. The 
engine was almost upon him when Officer 
Noonan reached him and by physical force 
drew him from the track. He was tired 
from his day's labor and was so overcome 
that he could not speak when he realized 
the dangerous position he had occupied, 

Officer Noonah is a modest hero. He 
never thinks of that word in connection 
with himself. He has been on the police 
force 17 years and has a high conception of 
duty. ;

FOLK DEMANDS 
POLICE REPORTS 


Preparing Graham Case for 
Grandjury. 


PROMISES THOROUGH WORK 


POLICE ACTION IN RELEASING 
WILLIAMS IN QUESTION. 


Mr. Folk Says That If Any Official 
Has Been Derelict He Must Take 


the Consequences, 


The action of Chief of Police Kiely in 
failing to act in the case of Joseph Gra- 
ham, who was shot a week ago at Twenty- 
first street and Washington avenue, will be 
made a subject for investigation by the 
grandjury, which will be convened next 
month, if it can be shown that the police 
had information as to who did the shooting. 

Circuit Attorney Folk began, his investi- 
gation of the Graham case Wednesday 
morning when he requested the police de- 


partment to forward to him at once copies 
of cll the reports in the case. 

Mr. Folk reiterated his statement of Tues- 
day, as published in the Post-Dispatch, 
that he would issue no information in the 
case, but that he would investigate the 
case in all of its phases, and oeety particle 
of evidence would be laia hefore the grand- 
jury, and if it develop that any official or 
officials were found guilty of neglect of 
duty their actions would be the subject for 
investigation, and that they would be in- 
dicted if the evidence warranted such ac- 
tion. 

A week has elapsed since the shooting, 
and the only person who was kept in cus- 
tody of the police was Graham, the vic- 
tim, who was strapped to a cot in the City 
Hospital until the afternoon of the day fol- 
lowing the shooting, when he was released 
and was taken t. John’s Hospital. 

Graham stated that the’ shooting was 
done by ‘‘Bad Jack’ Williams and “Dutch 


Looie’ Fingerling. 

In an interview published fn the Post- 
Dispatch, Chief of Police Kiély stated that 
he knew the ‘‘gang’’ had shot Graham, but 
he announced that, as Graham was former- 
iv a member of the “gang’’ who had shot 
him, he would take no further action in the 
case, and if there was any prosecution it 
would have to be instituted by Graham. 

“This Graham case will all laid before 
the grandjury,”’ said Mr. Folk, “and if any 
official has failed to do his duty he must 
stand the consequences.”

Upon their 
return, about 7 o’clock in the evening, they 
came upon the body of the woman in the 
yard. A bullet had pierced the sKull just 
above the left ear; black marks were upon 
the throat and signs of a desperate strug- 


The alarm was given immediately and the 
sheriff at Warrensburg notified. A posse of 
men left for Columbus a few minutes after- 
ward. Francis had fled before the deed was 
discovered and thereby proclaimed his 
guilt. 

Surrounding counties were notified and 
this morning a message came from Inde- 
pendence saying that a negro answering 
the description was being held there. <A 
deputy was sent to Independence to iden- 
tify. 

One negro at Sedalia, who answered the 
description, came near being lynched, but 
escaped by intervention of the officers, 

All the negroes of the county are fright- 
ened and are keeping close to their homes, 

One peculiar feature of the case is that 
Francis shot a horse, which was standing 
in the yard, just after committing the 
crime, presumably to prevent its being used 


to follow him. 

Columbus, the nearest town to the scene 
of the murder, is situated in the north- 
western corner of Johnson County. It Is 
off the railroad and difficult of access. 
Correspondents from Warrensburg, the 
nearest telegraph or telephone point, have 
gone to Columbus, but nothing definite can 
be learned until they return. Johnson 
County Hes in one of the richest farming 
districts of this part of the country and is 
thickly populated. There appears no possi- 
bility of the negro escaping.

the attorneys, prepared mandamus pro- 
ceedings against him, which will be heard 
by Judge Zachritz of the circuit court on 


¥. 
Sine suit for mandamus asks that Sheriff 
Dickman be compelled to summon seven 
named witnesses for the defense in the 
case of the state against Ephraim Topov- 
sky, charged with assault and battery. 

The fight brought to light by the manda- 
mus suit is three-cornered. The partici- 
pants are Sheriff Dickman, Judge Clark 
of the Court of Criminal Correction and 
Buss, Brock and Wilson, standing for all 
the attorneys who practice in that court. 

Sheriff Dickman says: “l am not going 
to work for nothing. That is all there is 
to it. When the subpenas from the Court 
of Criminal Correction are not approved by 
Judge Clark or the prosecuting attorney 
I do not get any fees for serving them. I 
have served them usually to accommodate 
the attorneys. But I’m going to qvyit. 

S$. 8S. Bass, the attorney, says: ‘‘We will 
compel Sheriff Dickman to serve our sub- 
penas by mandamusing him. It is not our 
affair whether he gets his fees or not. We 
have a right to have our witnesses and 
we must have them. 


Not Compelled by 

Law to Do So. 

“There is no law, anyway, compelling us 
to submit our list of witnesses to the 
prosecuting attorneys. If I am attorney 
for the defense in a criminal case, why 
should I be compelled to show the prose- 


cuting attorney, who is my opponent, my 
list of witnesses and ask his approval of 
them? 

“The constitution gives the defendant 
the right to have his witnesses subpenaed 
ip court and the sheriff will have to do 
it. 1 

Judge Clark says: “I instructed the dep- 
uty sheriff in my court to submit to me 
or to the prosecuting attorney all lists of 
witnesses where the number appeared ex- 
cessive, say in excess of six or seven. Bald 
not tell him not to serve the subpena# 

“My object in having the large lists of 
witnesses submitted for approval! is to cut 
down the costs in my. court. Some at- 
torneys seem to have a fondness for sum- 
moning whole neighborhoods into court to 
testify for their clients when two or three 
witnesses would do just as well. I have 
tried to stop this by having the lists sub- 
mitted to me or to the prosecuting at- 
torney. 

“Sheriff Dickman, however,’ added Judge 
Clark, ‘‘ha&B always received his firs for 
every witness he has summoned for this 
court. I will give him $100 premium for 
every instance in which has has not.”’ 

Charles Bilhartz, Sheriff Dickman’s chief 
deputy at the Four Courts, .said that fees 
had been received for the service of all sub- 
penas first approved by the pros cuting 
attorney.

SOME POLICE PRIVILEGES. 
A Report Concerning Their Rights in 
the City Hospital in Criminal Cases. 
Dr. H. L. Nietert, superintendent of the 
City Hospital, has sent Health . Commis- 
sioner Starkloff a report of the privileges 
accorded the police by that institution in 

the following letter, dated Aug. 27: 

I have the honor to report to you, in answer to 
an inquiry, regarding the privileges of the police 
department in the City Hospital. 

It has been the custom to allow the police ac- 
cess to the room of the patient for an interview, 
er for identifying a person, after establishing, by 


thorough examination, that the physical or mental 
eondition of the patient will permit it. ; 

However, an interview is sometimes granted with 
patients suffering from fatal wounds, and when 
their statements are of great importance. In somie 
of the criminal cases the evidence against the pris- 
oner is very meager and a statement of this kind, 
coming from a dying perron, is of extremwe hmport- 
ance. . 

There is no limit as to the number of identif- 
eations the police may desire in a case, provided, 
of course, it can be done without detriment to 
the patient. It is Sometimes Necessary fo disturb 
the patieut a number of times before the guilty 
party can be secured, 

1 have always considered it my duty 
the polive department all the ald poussible and 
to assist them in securing the guilty person, 4s 
well as adding, if possible, an important lak of 
evidence in the prosecution of the case. 

The Graham case, concerning which you 
especial inquiry, bas been no exception 
general rule. The patient entered - the 
on the night of Aug. 21, at 10:80, suffering 
from a ballet wound of the abdominal wail, 
which did not penetrate into the cavity. No im- 
portant structures were injured and the wound 
was pronounced not serious.

‘‘Paddy’’ Kearns, Tarrytown, 
Refuses to Call Doctor, 


LITERALLY STARVED TO DEATH 


SUBSISTED ON GARBAGE THROWN 
OUT BY NBIGHBORS.

Regretted Cost of Funeral and Thought 
Expense of Burying His Wife 
Was Too Much Money to 
Put Under Ground. 


TARRYTOWN, N. 


Y., Aug. 28.—‘‘Paddy”’ 
Zeerns miser, hermit and an eccentric 
cnaracter, is dead. He died in his home in 
North Broadway, where he has lived for 
over fifty years, and the doctors say he 
starved himself to death. Kearns was tak- 
en ill last weck. He lived alone and had no 
one to care for him, excepting his cousin, 
Mrs. Thomas Fallon, who called once in a 
while to see him. He refused to call in a 
doctor, saying he could not afford to spend 
the money, and he was stubborn until the 
end. The cause of death was “‘starva- 
tion.”’ 

Kearns was one of the characters of 
North Tarrytown. He came to this coun- 
try from Ireland in 1849 and setled in Tar- 
rytown. His home was a rickety one and 
a half story building, and was an eyesore 
to the neighbors. Many wealthy people 
lived near him, and he was often offered 
more than the value of his property, but 
he stoutly refused, saying, ‘‘Not if you of- 


fered me $10,000. 

In the room downstairs he had a stove, 
table, and two chairs. He bought bread 
onee in a while, but generally he ate his 
neighbor's garbage. He always pleaded 
poverty, and was mean man. 

He owned one of the best wells in the 
village, yet he would allow no one to take 
a pail of water from it. It anyone at- 
tempted it he would throw dirt in the pail. 
Many stories are told of his miserable 
ways. Kearns always was a laboring man 
and worked hard as long as his age pcr- 
mitted. , 

During the panic in the early ‘70s Kearns 
went to the Westchester Savings Bank I 
Tarrytown, where he had his money, and 
drew out every cent of it. He went to the 
bank with his dinner pail. The money he 
placed in the lower part and his dinner in 
the upper section He thought no one 
would suspect that he had money. after 
he drew the money out he was in terrible 
dread of everybody and he walked the floor 
all night with the dinner pail in his hand. 
At sunrise next morning he started 19 
walk to New York, and he deposited the 
money in the Bowery Savings Bank. 

Mrs. Fallon, kis cousin, once rented part 
of his house and as she stayed twe days 
over the month Kearns asked her for 6 
cents for overtime, and she paid him 
He even regretted paying his wife's funera. 
expenses when she died eight years ago, 
saying it was a shame to put 80 much 
money in a lovely coffin to be put under- 
ground. P 

He had good health up to the last year. 
Not long ago he wanted to get married, but 
would only consent to taking a young girl. 
It was expected when he died that he had 
big sums of money concealed about the 
house. A search was made today and not 
a cent was fourd. He always carried a 
pocketbook and two silver watches. but 
these were missing. His bank books were 
found, showing he had $7000 deposited in 
New York and Tarrytown banks. Kearns 
property was assessed at $1500, and he was 
assessed for $2000 personal. This he swore 
off last year.
